Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: A-H. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

No new matter may be added to the drawings. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 3-1 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claims 3-1 1 all 
depend from claim 2 (either directly or indirectly). Claim 2 has been cancelled. 
Therefore claims 3-1 1 do not further limit anything. 

Claims 3-1 1 are not further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 14, 16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. ' 

Examiner could find no support for the invention of claim 14 where the tension is 
less then 100 and then increased to a tension above 100 gm. This is deemed to be a 
prima facie showing of lack of support. The burden is now on Applicant to demonstrate 
that there is support. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,13, and 19-24 and 26-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: each claim is 
allowed for one (ore both) of the following reasons. 1 ) The prior art methods are 
directed to writing the grating in the fibers, not "on" as presently claimed. 2) Prior art 
methods have dopants incorporated into the preform which is drawn into a fiber, there is 
no step of taking a fiber and then doping the fiber. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
